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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with 
respect to claims 1 and 17 of the instant invention is directed to an interactive 
multimedia system comprising a massively parallel video server and a method for 
delivering interactive multimedia from storage devices to a plurality of clients at a 
subscriber site. The relevant prior arts of records, such as, Dewkett et al (5,646,676) 
disclose scalable interactive multimedia server for providing on demand data. 
Eichelberger (4,616,263) discloses a video system, storing and retrieving segments, 
combining the segments stored in the set of storage devices into a plurality of video 
streams for transmission via a dedicated connection. Donaldson et al (6,112,237) 
discloses electronic monitoring system in a computer system. Banks (6,139,197) 
discloses a Video Server with a video encoder that streams real-time video on the fly to 
clients using internet protocol. Ehreth (6,286,142) discloses a method for 
communicating video signals to a plurality of television sets. However, neither Dewkett, 
Eichelberger, Donaldson, Banks nor Ehreth and any of the cited references teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...determining a fault condition when at 
least one of the video server and client devices does not respond to at least one of the 
echo messages, and displaying a color coded fault indication on a display of the system 
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controller..." as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 1 and 
17 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
